"■ In response to a recent peti¬ 
tion from City employees, ask¬ 
ing a minimum pay raise of 
S20 a month, the Sierra Madre 
City Council Tuesday night 
moved unanimously to grant a 
$10 bonus per month for May 
and June. 

The bonus plan was explained 
as a stop-gap measure to be 
effective until the Council pre¬ 
pares its regular budget in July. 
Extra payments will go to 2.5 
employees, excluding the City 
Attorney and City Judge. 

At the request of City Al- 
torney Thomas A. Reynolds,'the 
Council approved specifications 
for electrical work and wiring 
to be done at the city’s pump¬ 
ing plant. 

Such work would be done in 
compliance with requirements of 
the Public Utilities Commission. 

A rpsolu'ior. was p,-i.ssed to 
forward an applicatfcn to the 
County Road Supervisor asking, 
that $1395 in gas tax monies be 
used in the resurfacing of Carter 
Avenue from Baldwin to Au¬ 
burn. 

At the request of Councilman 
Henry B. Nuetzel, the City At¬ 
torney was asked to investigate 
possibilities of the City main¬ 
taining the now privately 
owned cemetery. Nuetzel stated 
that lack of care of the ceme-
